Unprecedented demand for 
homestead lands in northern 
Alberta is indicated by the 
records at the Dominion Lands 
Agencies at Peace River and 
Grande Prairie for the fiscal 
year ending March 81, 1929, 
At the Peace River office a 
total of 3,024 entries for 2,869 
homesteads and 155 soldier 
grants were made during the 
above period as compared. with 
854 homestead entries and 48 
soldier grant entries or a total 
of 902 for the preceding year, 
At the Grande Prairie agency 
2,396 entries were made during 
the fiscal year of 1928 as

James Nathan Bowser 


James Nathan Bowser, 57 
years Lethbridge old timer 
passed away Thursday, April 
llth, in the Galt Hospital 
where he had been. an inmate 
for a number of years, 

The funeral was held Satur- 
day afternoon at 2 ».m., Rev. T: 
T. Faichney of the Knox United 
Church officiating. The Martin 
Bros, were in charge of the 
arrangements.

Paris. ~The second reparations 
committee has failed in its purpose 
to re-define German reparations for 
the damage of the Great War. 

The conference, which for ten 
weeks has been engaged in an effort

DEATH OF SIR 
CLIFFORD SIFTON,

New York.--Sir Clifford  Sifton, 
K.C.M.G., K.C., prominent in Cana- 
dian public life for forty years, died 
in New York while sitting in a chair 
talking with his son, Harry. Ac-
